An  Act  lo  provide  for  adoption  of  Hindi  in  Devnagri  script  as  die  first  official  language  and  Punjabi  in  Gurmui  0:„- 
scrip!  and  Urdu  in  Persian  script  as  Ihc  second  languages  10  be  used  for  the  official  purposes  and  oihcr  mattcrs  ofi  - 
National  Capital  Territory  ofDelhi.  I 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  National  Capital  Territory  of  Delhi  in  ihc  FifLy  Frist  year 
Republic  oflndia  as  follows  :— 

1.  Short  title,  ei tent  and  commencement— {I ) This  Aci  maybe  cal  led  the  Del  hi  Official  Language  Acj.  200a^K- 

(2)  It  extends  to  the  whoic  oft  he  National  Capital  Territory  orDdhi. 

(3)  It  shall  come  into  force  on  such  dale  as  the  Government  may,  by  noli  fica  lion  in  ihc  Official  Ga/cllc,  appo^Efc  ■ 

2.  Dcfinirions, — In  Ibis  Aci,  unless  the  conlcxi'othcnvisc  requires, 

(a)  “Delhi"  means  the  National  Capital  Territory  prDelhi;  < 

(b)  "GovcrnincnL11  means  the  Government  of  National  Capital  Territory  of  Delhi. 

(c)  "Legislative  Assembly"  means  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  National  Capita  Territory  of  Delhi. 

3.  Hindoo  lie  Official  Language  of  Delhr.—Hindi  in  Devnagri  script  shall,  with  effect  from  .such  date  a|jMgg£. 
Govern  me  nl  may,  by  notification  in  the  Oifficial  Gazette,  appoint  in  this  behalf,  be  the  Official  Language  of  Delhi,  ;||K§i5 

Provided  that  the  English  language  may  continue  lobe  used , for  those  administrative  and  legislative  purposJH^^ 
Delhi  for  which  it  was  being  used  before  ibc  commencement  of  this  Act  in  consonance  with  the  provisions  CQniain|^M|gv 
Section  3 of  the  Official  Languages  Act,  I%3  (1.9  o(T%3): 

Provided  further  that  a translation  of  any  Bill  introduced  in,  or  Act  passed  by,  the.  Legislative  Asscinblya^BSp 
ordinances  promulgated  by  the  LI.  Governor  of  Delhi  or  of  any  order,  rule,  regulation  or  bye-1  aw  issued  under  any

(a)  Receipt  and  reply  of  applications  and  pclilions  by  all  Offices  of  Government  of  NCT  of  Delhi  in

and  Punjabi  also, 

(c)  Signboards  of  Official  Buildings,  Government  offices  and  roads  e:c,  will  bear  the  names  in  Urdu  and  Punjabi 
also.

5.  Form  of  numerals— The  form  of  numerals  to  be  used  for  the  official  purpose  of  Delhi  shall  be  the  intcmatioiml 
of  Indian  numerals, 

6.  Power  to  make  rules. — (l)Thc  Government  may,  by  notification  inthc  official  Gazelle,  make  rates  for  carrying 
fie  purposes  of  this  Act. 

(2)  In  particular  and  wnlhom  prejudice  to  [he  generality  of  the  foregoing  power,  such  rules  may  provide  for  all  or 
■ihcfollowing  matters,  namely : — r - 

(a)  the  manner  of  l ransl  ation  of  the  author!  ta  Live  text  in  Hindi  language  of  Bit  Is  etc  in  English,  Punjabi  and  Urdu 
languages; 

\ (b)  any  other  mailer  which  is  required  to' be  or  may  be  prescribed, 

J (3)  Every  rule  made  under  this  AcL  shall  be  laid,  os  soon  as  may  be  afkr  it  is  made,  before  the  House  of  the 
*~the  Assembly,  while  it  is  in  Session,  for  a total  period  of  thirty  days  which  may  be  comprised  in  one  session  or  in  two 
successive  sessions,  and  if,  before  the  expiry  of  the  session  immediately  following  the  session  or  the  successive 
aforesaid,  the  House  agrees  in  making  any  mod  in  cal  ion  tn  the  rule  or  the  House  agrees  that  die  rule  should  not  be 
p _ lhc  rule  shall  thereafter  have  effect  only  in  such  modified  form  or  be  of  no  effect,  as  ihc  ease  may  be;  so^  however,  that
